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Zoning ban dropped

to Orgamnize Chinafown

Like moving pieces in a chess 
game, The International Ladies Gar- 
ment Workers Union has decided 
Dot to Prtess for the zoning ordin- 
ance to ban Chinatown garment 
shops. 

The announcement was made at 
a dinner meeting at the Imperial 
Palace last Thursday to drop，for 
SIX months anway， its request for a 
2zoning ordinance to outlaw some 
47 union and 99 non-union gar- 
ment shops in Chinatown pending 
before the Board of Supervisors. 
.ITIhe announcement was made not 
_by the local ILGWU，but by its 
international executive，vice Presi- 


dent from New York Douglas Levi . 


According to the executive from 
New York, the move was to brovide 
“maximum opportunity for the un- 
Ion and the Chinese contractors to 

discuss the welfare of the workers.” 


BACKGROUND 

At the small, private dinner spon- 
sored by the Chinese Garment Con- 
tractorfs Association (CGCA) and 
attended by Cornelius Wall and 
William Wan of the local，Levi 
acknowjledged the_ economic hard- 
Ship of the sub-contractors and ex- 
Pressed the need for the union to 
join forces with the sub-contractors 
“to fght against the prime manu- 
facturers who Supbress the sub- 
coOntractors with ljow brices.”In ad- 
dition，he accused “certain Super- 
Visorial candidates”for taking ad- 
vantage of the Zzoning issue "to 
sojicit unions' favors and publicity.” 
"According to the only Chinese 
reporter present at the dinner，the 
New York union executive was sent 
tO San Francisco at the request of 
Wall AI Foon Lai，the vice-chair- 
man of the CGCA，said the an- 
nouncement came after a few days 
of intensive secret negotiations. 


ANOTHER SURPRISE 
The surprise announcement of 
October 9 was followed by yet an- 
other surprise joint announcement 
from Ruby Tham， Secretary of 
Teamstery Local 856, and Wall of 
_the ILGWU. With reference to the 
ITeamsters” opposition to the 
JLGWUs zoning Proposal which 
would eliminate all union organ- 
zing in Chinatown and hit the 
economy of the area,” Teamster 
工 ham outlined an agreement He 
made with the ILGWZU executive 
人 rom New York to team UP their 
nizing effort in Chinatown im- 
iately. 
The agreement provides that the 
WU Wi represent production 


workers such as sewing machine 
Operators .and Pressers;i Teamsters 
Local 856 will represent shipbing， 
receiving and all other- non-produc- 
tion empbjloyees (e.g. import-export， 
fortune cookie and noodle factories， 
fsh aad boultry frms，and restau- 
rants). Tham said that his local has 
already organized 300 employees 
In Chinatown. 

Ihe announcement, however, fell 
far short of spelling out the de- 
tails of the agreement between the 
two international unions, the meth- 
od and tactics they will employ to 
Organize the worKkers and what pro- 
grams rhey will offer to the Chinese 
Workers. 


HRC“S ROLE UNCERTAIN

Meanwhile，at its regular meet- 
ing On October 9,，the HRC heard 
a testimony on the illegal and sub- 
standard labor Practices in China- 
town and on the “extremely frus- 
trating exberience”of trying to en- 
force the law from Kenneth Hed- 
berg，Regional Director for the 
eight western States of the Wage， 
Hour and Public Contracts Divi- 
Sion of the U.S，Department of 
Labor. The Commission has yet to 
hear ， testimonies from -the City 
Planning Department， Public 
Health，Building Inspection，State 
Division of Industrial Welfare and 
other related state and federal agen- 
cies，Ihe next HRC meeting will 
be held on October 23.

There is a lawless breed, a handful of hoods， 
terrorizing the community.… The hard core members 
number less than 20，but they are giving ulcers to 
theater and restaurant owners by eating without 
paying and muscling their way into the shows.， For 
spare change they waylay tourists and demand pro- 
tection money from grocers. 

The gangs are mostly young Hong Kong immi- 
grants in their early twenties，No longer juvenile 
mischief makers these are adults. responsible for 
their actions. Most have police . records and are 
armed. 

Last week there was a flareup among them and 
one gang member was shot.， There has been much 
talk.， But the first to take action is the Chinese Chris- 
tian Union which is_ holding a luncheon-meeting at 
the Far East restaurant this Saturday at noon to dis- 
cuss what could be-done. 

ls getting tough with them the answer” ltisa 
bit late for discipline. They have reached the age of 
manhood.， But since they are immigrants they are 
responsible to their sponsors who vouched for their 
conduct. Thus there can be some pressure frorm the 
immigration department on them to shape uP. 

We do not belong to the“bleeding heart”′school. 
We admit life is tough. There is a crying need for 
room to breathe,，a better school system to educate 
a foreigner. We see the “dropout trap， the language 
barrier caught in the labor market squeeze with no 
skill to compete. 

We do not believe，like some of the myopic 
members of the community> that Chinatown has no 
problems which it cannot solve itself， We need help 
at the city, state and federal levels，Now.

Caiifornia abalione fishery 


ROBERT A，NASH 

The _ California abalone fshery 
developed as a distinctly “Chinese” 
enterprise. More than a century has 
passed since Some alert Chinese 
recognized this food resource as 
one familiar to him from the home- 
land.， The Indians of California 
had made some use of the shells 
for ornaments,， and the demand for 
the shiny shell in trade by the in- 
teriof tribes subsequently gave 让 
a monetary Value among the coastal 
tribes，The gathering af abalones 
by the Chinese for local consump- 
tion and export gradually shifted 
down the coast from San Francisco 
and fnally centeted in Baja Cali- 
fornia with a feet of junks oberat- 
ing out of San Diego，Provisions 
of the Chinese Exclusion Acts and 


rtstrictive jegislation resulting from 
alarm at the e 龟 ciency of the gather- 
ing operations fnally forced the 
Chinese from control of the fshery 
after nearly forty years，and fshet- 
men with new methods and di 人 er- 
ent equipment reblaced the junks 
that provided a colorful chapter in 
West Coast maritime history. 


Four species of abalones were 
taken in the California fshery; 
black and red, ranging from Oregon 
to Baja_ California，and green and 
Pink which wete _ distributed from 
Point Conception to Baja' Califor- 
nia. The habitats of these specles 
are On Weed-coveted rocks near low 
water，where the animal feeds on 
Vegetation as it SwWays Slowly from 
one Side to the other. The strong

Strument. 工 he shejlls of most species 
are encrusted with -other shellfrsh 
and Vegetation to brovide a re- 
markable degree of concealment. 
Gathering operations consisted of 
Prying the animal from the frock， 
removing its shell and placing the 
meat ln a jarge gathering bag. The 
abalone was removed from the rock 
by use of a wedge-tipped pole and 
Tecovered with a ga 任 . In the earliest 
days of the abalone fshery the shells 
were discarded，but in jlater years 3a 
market for them developed and 
they were Saved.、TIhe Pbrocessing 
of the meat was most convenientjly 
done at some blace in the vicinity 
of the gathering oberations，Nect 
only did this brevent the possibility 
of spoilage,， but a substantial reduc- 
tion in bulk and weight was accom- 
Plished，apbproximately six tons of 
live abalones being required to 
broduce one ton of dried meat. The 
meats Were frst well bounded and 
then thrown into a large kettle of 
Sea Water to be boiled for a short 
time， TIhey were then sbread out 
to dry in the sun for some days. Af- 
ter thoroughly drying，the meats 
were packed in strong bags. When 


a_ full cargo for the junk was ob-.

cause of its unusual appearance. The 


junks were no novelty in San Diego 
in 1871，however，and notices of 
their arrival from the Baja Cali- 
fornia coast frequently appeared fn 
the zj Dzego LU0N， 

All of the abalones gathered in 
Baja _ California were brought to 
San Diego for transshipment to 9San 
Franclsco by the weekly steamships 
of the Paciftc Coast Steamshib Com- 
bany.。 About twenty-fve Chinese 
werte OocCupied in gathering and dry- 
ing abalone on the Baja California 
coast in 1871. They managed to 
Procurte about Six tons Per month， 
but werte more Successful in the fol- 
]owing year. Typical shipments from 
San Diego during 1872 varied from 
eleven to _ twenty tons，and these 
amounts btobably represented the 
catches of two junks，as they seem 
always to have travelled in pairs. 


Until 1879 abalones were gather- 
ed for their meat only，but Ameri- 
cans COmmenced to make use of the 
shells for ornaments, buttons，jewel- 
fy，etc， In addition to being used 
in jlocal- manufactures，the shells 
were exported to Europe and Asia 
Where they were used in inlaid fur- 
niture， By December of 1879 the 
Price of shells had reached $55 ber 
ton. Several small schooners，oper- 
ated by Americans，were engaged 
in the shell trade. In Los Angeles 
Ventura，and Santa Barbata coun- 
ties Americans controlled most of 
the trade， embloying Chinese to do 


lands. In return for transportation 
to one of the islands，Chinese fsh- 


(His- 


ermen would gather the abalone， 
take the meat as thelir shatre ln the 
venture,,and give the shells to the 
Vessel ownert. In San Diego，how- 
ever，the entite business remained 
under the control of the Chinese. 
Small pertmanent colonies of Chi- 
nese hear Polint Concebtion and 
Point Arguelljo，and others in San 
Slimeon，Cayucos, Port Harford, and 
Monterey were also engaged in the 
abalone fshery-. 

The junk shown in the accom- 
panying illustration was typical of 
those employed in the abalone fish- 
ery. Built in San Diego before 1890， 
the junk shown was fifty-four feet 
ljong，had a beam of twelve feet， 
and,a hold debth of four feet Al- 
though built in the United States， 
the junks were considered alien 
Vessels _ because of Chinese owner- 
ship. After the passage of the Ex- 
clusion Act of 1892，Chinese wete 
denied ownership of junks operat- 
ing in forelgn_ waters and the men 
employed in the abalone fishery 
were forced to seek employment 
elsewhere. The fast and seaworthy 
junks were purchased by Americans 
and convetrted to the guano and seal- 
hunting trades. 

California laws regulating the 
taking of abalone became ever more 
restrictive and fnally permitted the 
gathering of abalone only from 
deepb water. These laws substantial- 
ly eliminated the Chinese from 
the abalone fshery. To the early 
Chinese fshermen must go the
